WILMINGTON — It has 
been said by many that 


_ alongside yoga’s many phys- _ 


ical benefits, it also has the 
capacity to improve one’s 
mental health, as well. The 
Y12SR program for recover- 
ing addicts proves just that. 

Following success in vari- 
ous other locations across 
the country, the 12-step pro- 
gram has recently moved 
locally to Wilmington, hav- 
ing had its first meeting on 
June: 16 at the Yoga Loft, 
owned by Jen Ryan for about 
12. years.

Qver>.a decade ago, the 
Y#2SK Foundation has uti- 
lized:yoga as a means to pro- 
vide a: framework for recoy- 
ery from addiction alongside 
relapse prevention. Previ- 
ously * offered in several 

, eloseby places, such as the 
- JnakeShore Retreat in Wake- 
field; a sober house, and the 
Megan House in Lowell, the 
* workshop aims to help ad- 
+ dicts of all kinds. 

Local Y12SR_ instructor 
Kacy Zurkus, who was born 
and raised in Wilmington, 
was drawn to the program 
following volunteer work at 
the Middlesex House of Cor- 
rection within the Military 
Veterans Housing Unit. Af- 
ter observing the large num- 
ber of inmates suffering 
from addiction, she was in- 
spired to join the program in 
order to offer yoga as an out- 
let forshealing and recovery. 
*“Vve: always been drawn 
towards helping others,” she 
stated. “And I like the idea of 
using yoga as a tool for heal- 
ing.” 

In order to join, she recent- 
ly completed her Yoga Tea- 
cher-Certification training in 
April at the Yoga Loft, and 
she*has been working as an 
inStructor ever since. 

Offered as a series of 90- 
minute classes, the workshop 
offers.a safe space for partic- 
ipants.to share their thoughts 
and feelings through a “shar- 
ing circle,” often lasting 
about 45 minutes, before 
beginning physical yoga. 

“Nikki Myers really be- 
lieves that the issues are in 
our tissues,” Zurkus shared. 
“So orice we recognize those 
issues and air them out, then

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Teachers want ‘fair’ pay under new contract

WILMINGTON — At the latest 
School Committee meeting, many 
teachers turned out to support the 
Wilmington Teachers Association 
(WTA) bargaining team as a new 
contract is being negotiated with 


_ the School Committee. 


It was under public comments 
that WTA President Robert Mauri- 
ello encouraged the committee “to 
support fair language and a salary 
scale that would bring our pay up 

‘to that of comparable communi- 
, ties,” saying that when compared 
to surrounding communities Wil- 


mington teachers are paid signifi- 
cantly less. : 

“If indeed you are proud of the 
job we do as you say you are, our 
salaries should not be near the low- 
est paid in the area,” he continued. 

Mauriello also noted that in the 
Fiscal Year 718 budget one of the 
guiding principles was the commit- 
ment to hiring and retaining the 
best employees. 

“Being paid at the bottom in com- 
parison to similar communities is 
not the way to do this. Each and 
every day, the teachers in this dis- 
trict work hard to meet the high 
expectations set for them by the 
district, the community, and them- 
selves.

I appreciate that you said 
that for the record, all of our tax- 
payers in Wilmington have heard 
you, we’ve heard you, and we are 
going to continue our negotiations 
to reach a mutually beneficial con- 
tract.”

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Capt. John Harnden commanded Bunker Hill troops

| Not much appears in the 
{history books about the local 
| companies of militia, but not

jitary force of the early colony 
and every freeman capable 
of carrying arms had to 
| belodg. 

+ Capt. Edwin Johnson of 
Woburn wrote a book in 1651, 
i lLyears after the founding of 

that town. Popularly called 
“Wonder Working Provi- 


being named by the Colonial 
government, those officers 
were, in fact, servants of the 
king. 

It was the election of offi- 
cers, in 1774, which broke 
this long-standing tradition, 
and led the way to the 
Revolution. 

After the events of April 19, 
1775, thousands of Colonials 
were besieging Boston. There 
were Minutemen and militia, 
plus farmers and students, 
all streaming to Cambridge, 
where the Committee on 
Safety had set up headquar- 
ters, with Artemas Ward as 
the commanding general. 

Ward was a veteran of the 
French and Indian War. He 
did not have the advantage of 
having a staff, and the new 
military structure had other 
problems. As a consequence, 
there were people in later 
years who criticized him in 
later years for not making 
efforts in certain directions, 
in the events leading to the 
Battle of Bunker Hill. 

It became necessary to 
have a new military struc- 
ture, one that could be used 
to besiege General Gage and 
his troops. At the time, the 
Colonials were distrustful of 


from Ward, the Congress 
authorized 30 regiments and 
set up pay schedules. It re- 
quested the Committee of 
Safety to appoint field officers. 

It is to be noted that the 
Committee on Safety wanted 
only “freemen” in the regi- 
ments. Blacks could, perhaps, 
be allowed, but no slaves. 

Each regiment was to be 
commanded by a colonel 
and would contain 10 compa- 
nies of 56 men and ee 
officers. 

Where possible, companies 
were commanded by cap- 
tains known to the troops. 
But in many instances, there 
were captains from other 
towns or even counties, 
which led to difficulties in the 
structuring of the regiment. 

Bridge became Colonel 
Bridge. Capt. John Brooks of 
Reading became Major 
Brooks. John Harnden, who 
had been a lieutenant at 
Concord, became Capt. John 
Harnden. He set about enlist- 
ing a company, and many of 
his men had been Minutemen 
in Wilmington. 

Harnden’s company fought 
at Bunker Hill, in the Redoubt, 
where the fiercest fighting 
took place. This was known in 


was allowed 56. There were 
perhaps 30 in the line in the 
Redoubt at Bunker Hill. 
Maybe Harnden did not have 
his entire company, and other 
captains had even fewer men. 
Maybe some of Harnden’s 
men had already received 
their coats. Did he, in fact, 
have a full company? 

Or, is one of the reasons 
that some names are not on 
the petition because Harn- 
den would not allow it? 

Traditionally, there were a 
lot of the Colonials who were 
supposed to be in the line at 
Bunker Hill who were, in 
fact, in back of the lines. In 
some cases, there: may have 
been good reasons. In other 
cases, some men were avoid- 
ing duty. Capt. Harnden may 
have had some such men, 
and it is possible that he did 
not allow them to sign. 

Some of the names are not 
those of Wilmington men, as 
a guess. Sgt. William Blan- 
chard was a Wilmington 
Minuteman who was born in 
Billerica, and who came from 
a family that lived in An- 
dover. His name does not 
appear, yet there are three 
Blanchard names, Joshia, 
Jothan (Jonathan) and Timo- 


eral possibilities. Was it a 
case of soldiers being unable 
to write? Were they absent at 
the time the petition was 
written? 

The name John Harnden 
appears in the lower right. 
There is no question about 


that. It is an authentic sig- 
nature of one of the heroes 
of Wilmington’s past. 

And let it be noted, there 
were other men from Wil- 
mington who served at Bun- 
ker Hill who were not in the 
Harnden company.

ater school start time 
gains support

The thoughts of many leg- 
islators this weekend were 
focused on the recent State 
House meeting of the Joint 
Committee on Education, 
who this week focused their 
time on hearing legislation 
to include more civies and 
financial literacy into the 
classrooms of our schools. 


. Civies education 


While we do see in many 
of our schools programs 
that teach various compo- 
nents of civics, the recent 
presidential election seems 
to have pushed for the 
teaching of a higher level 
of civics in much greater 
depth as many feel that 
students do not know the 
full meaning of the func- 
tions of the presidential, 
legislative and judicial as- 
pects of our government. 
This is the perception of 
many. Why do we have this 
problem? First, other sub- 
jects such as mathematics 
and language arts are of- 
ten given more significant 
attention because of test- 
ing requirements at the

national and state levels. 

Further is the fact that the 
school day is currently 
packed. Superintendents 
and other school officials 
take a strong stand that 
there should be “no added 
unfunded mandates” added 
to the statutes. The real 
problem is that any pro- 
grams to be added in civics 
will need to be integrated 
into the current courses, 
which obviously would in- 
clude social studies and 
other similar areas of the 
curriculum but this is much 
too easy to say than to do. 
The argument for added 
work in civics is to me logi- 
cal thinking but very com- 
plicated to accomplish in the 
current school scheduling. 

Many educational leaders 
feel the value in this think- 
ing makes sense but simply 
say, “what goes to include 
more civics?” 


Financial literacy 


Several bills were also 
filed this session for schools 
to include in the curriculum 
more education on “finan- 
cial literacy” with various 
suggestions raised to the

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RMLD rates to increase effective July 1 


HEADING — At its regular 
board: meeting held on 
Thursday, June 15, Reading 
Municipal Light Depart- 
ments, Board of Commis- 
siéners voted 4-0 to increase 
rates.effective July 1, 2017. 
Specific rate increases de- 
pehd on rate class ‘and us- 
; and are estimated to be 
3.5-%.7 percent. 
SAs-part of a formal cost of 
Service study, the following 
long-term strategic objec- 
tives were used in the rate 
setting process: adjust subsi- 
dies . between and within 
classes of customers to re- 
flect ‘the cost of providing 
Service and statutory re- 
quirements; ensure that rates 
for large, high load factor 
customers can attract and 
retain such customers; make 
rates more reflective of the 
cost, of providing service; pro- 
vide price signals that en- 
eourage customers to reduce 
demand during peak periods 
and.to increase usage during 
off-peak periods; phase-in 
changes over a period of time 
to permit customers time to 
respond and adjust; and pro- 
tect. use of distribution sys- 
tem: revenues from erosion 
due, to. customer-owned gen- 
eration of electricity. 

‘“The rate increases are pri- 
marily. due to the previously 
stated rise in transmission 
and capacity costs within the 
Northeastern Massachusetts 
wholesale energy market,” 
said,Coleen O’Brien, General 
Manager of RMLD. “RMLD 
is taking steps to address the 
increase in wholesale capac- 
ity and transmission costs 


through our Shred the Peak 
educational program, our 
Solar Choice program which 
provides a minor offset to 
wholesale electricity needs, 
and the installation of a gen- 
erator at one of RMLD’s sub- 
stations which will be used 
during expensive peak de- 
mand times to reduce the 
amount of power purchased 
from the wholesale market. 
Flat electricity sales are also 
a factor.” 

Rate adjustments based on 
the stated objectives are es- 
timated at 3.5-4 percent for 
municipal, commercial, and 
industrial customers,  4.5-5 
percent for schools, 6.6 per- 
cent for residential custo- 
mers, 5-7 percent for indus- 
trial time-of-use customers, 
and 7.7 percent for residen- 
tial time-of-use customers. 

To achieve a rate structure 
that meets standard utility 
rate practices and statutory 
requirements, it is necessary 
to reduce subsidization with- 
in and between the rate class- 
es. As mentioned, RMLD’s 
rate design reduces subsidies 
and adjusts rates to more 
closely reflect the cost of pro- 
viding service to each rate 
class. Residential rates are 
being adjusted to move from 
a negative cost of service to 
neutral. 

Residential customers using 
an average of 750 kilowatt 
hours (kWh) monthly are ex- 
pected to see an increase of 
approximately $7.49/month. 
Monthly increases will vary 
based on the amount of elec- 
tricity used.

*To, join the campaign, law 
enforcement agencies must 
commit to implementing four 
promising practices over ‘a 
12-36 month time frame. 
These four practices include: 
1) developing partnership(s) 
with a mental health agency, 
2) develop/implement model 
policies addressing police 
responses to people affected 

mental illnesses, 3) train 
100 percent of your police 
department staff in Mental 
Health First Aid, and 4) train 
20 percent or more of your 
department’s officers in CIT.

requirements considering a 
preexisting partnership with

officers previously trained 
in Mental Health First Aid, 
and 10 percent of the work 
force trained in CIT.

American Foundation for 
Suicide Prevention, has been 
tentatively scheduled for 
July at the Tewksbury Po- 
lice Department in partner- 
ship with the Billerica, 
Chelmsford, and Dracut Po- 
lice Departments. Billerica, 
Chelmsford, Dracut, and 
Tewksbury Police Depart- 
ments currently collaborate 
on a Jail Diversion Program 
partially funded through a 
grant from the Department 
of Mental Health which has 
provided a full-time mental 


health clinician who pro- 
vides guidance to police offi- 
cers, responds to calls for 
service involving mental 
health issues alongside po- 
lice officers, provides follow- 
up calls and resources to 
those afflicted with mental 
health issues that have come 
in contact with officers, and 
provides training to officers 
involved in the collabora- 
tion.

Miceli testifies against 


banning Tewksbury mascot 


BOSTON — It was a busy 
week on Beacon Hill for 
Representative James Mi- 
celi and the House of Rep- 
resentatives, as testimony 
and debate occurred over a 
variety of bills, including an 
overhaul of how students are 
taught English as well as the 
fate of the Tewksbury Red- 
men Mascot. 

The bill targeting any use 
of‘ Native American mas- 
cots, ‘including Tewksbury’s 
decades old symbol, would 
impact approximately 40 
schools and districts across 
the Commonwealth, and 
sparked spirited debate by 
all’sides. 

The hearing in which this 
debate took place was held 
by the Committee on Edu- 
cation, which oversees ele- 
mentary and secondary edu- 
cation in the Common- 
wealth. Despite there being 
many bills and topics being 
debated in this hearing, it 
became clear as the room 
became crowded that the 
biggest draw was the debate 
on Native American mas- 
cots. This debate saw testi- 
mony from both sides, in- 
cluding advocates from 
across not only the Com- 
monwealth. 

Rep. Miceli spoke to the 
committee opposing the re- 
lease of S 291, arguing the 
nod to the many town’s 
choice of Native mascots as 
an; acknowledgement of the 
towns roots and pride. 

“T have heard from hun- 
dreds of constituents over 
the many years that this 
topic has been an issue of 
debate, many of whom have 
‘Native American heritage in 
‘their families. Of this testi- 


mony that I’ve heard, the 
overwhelming majority of 
residents wish to keep the 
Redmen as their mascot and 
view it as a point of great 
pride in the history of the 
region where the Wamesit 
tribe once lived. In addition, 
every time the town has 
been polled the town’s de- 
sires have always been clear, 
including when our School 
Committee voted to not 
change the mascot by a tally 
of 4-1,” Representative Mi- 
celi added following his tes- 
timony against S.291. 

The following day, Rep. 
Miceli joined colleagues -in 
the House of Representa- 
tives to pass legislation that 
will enable districts to im- 
plement alternative English 
Language Learner (ELL) 
programs. Understanding 
that Massachusetts’ ELL 
population is incredibly di- 
verse, the proposed change 
will allow for more flexibili- 
ty so that districts can tailor 
programs to better meet the 
specific needs of their ELL 
population. 

English learners are the 
fastest growing student pop- 
ulation in Massachusetts. 
While academic achieve- 
ment has improved for other 
minority populations, signif- 
icant achievement gaps per- 
sist for ELL students. This 
legislation seeks to remedy 
that discrepancy and help 
every school district across 
the Commonwealth. 


- To ensure accountability 


and effectiveness, the legis- 
lation establishes a 17-per- 
son commission to review 
the collection and dissemi- 
nation of ELL data and 
make recommendations on 


improvements. It also en- 
hances existing reporting 
requirements to ensure ELL 
students are making aca- 
demic progress as a result of 
classroom programming. 
The bill now goes to the 
Senate.

aised bed garden- 
ing has become in- 
creasingly popular 
with all types of 
back yard farmers. 
Websites are filled with ideas on 


» how to construct beds out of

everyday materials. The allure is 
one of containment, less stoop- 


- ing, and protection from critters. 


Additional benefits include high- 
er yield due to better drainage, 
less soil compaction, and fewer 
insect pests. Raised beds have an 
aesthetic that is pleasing, neat 
and organized, and there is less 
creep from lawns, lawn weeds, 
and burrowing animals. 

We started our raised beds 
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The new frontier 


when our soil became too wet for 
ground-level planting. Any wood 
that is used for the bed or box 
cannot be treated, as chemicals 
can leach into the soil and be 
absorbed by plant roots. Cedar 
or thick pine can be used, but 
there are also suggestions to use 
cinderblocks, plastic garden edg- 
ing, or pallets lined with land- 
scape fabric or a cotton sheet. 

Be sure to remove the grass 
underneath the place where you 
are planting, and save that sod 
for other spots in your yard. 
Don’t waste good grass! You 
want the spot to be accessible to 
your water source, have the 
right amount of sun based on 
the vegetables you are hoping to 
raise, and be in an area where 
tree growth is not going to shade 
it later in the season. 


Soil composition is also impor- 
tant. A 50/50 mix of compost and 
loam works well and can be de- 
livered inexpensively from a 
local garden center. It is recom- 
mended to let it sit for a few 
days to settle in to the bed. Have 
a layout or plan set before plant- 
ing, keeping in mind where you 
might want climbing vegetables 
such as cucumbers or peas. 

Additionally, climbers create 
shade later in the season so con- 
sider this for whichever veggies 
are planted nearby. A trellis is 


easy to construct with some poles 


and twine, and perhaps a staple 
gun. The more rows of string for 
the climbers, the more support 
they will have and the vegetables 
will produce a better form. 
Make sure to give a good soak- 
ing to plants once they are in the 


bed, and don’t forget to check 
for water by putting your finger 
in the soil. The soil can stay 
moist near the roots so a surface 
dryness isn’t necessarily bad. 
The beds do retain moisture 
longer, but don’t get lazy. 

While raised bed gardening is 
supposed to keep weeds down, it 
is not impervious. A layer of 
mulch may be used made of 
newspaper or straw, or other 
shredded material to keep the 
competition for resources in 
check. Any tomato cages or 
cages for beans or peppers 
should be put in the garden when 
the plants are small. 

Don’t wait until the leaves and 
stalks are too big as you will 
risk breaking stems and damag- 
ing your plants. Plan ahead, 
healthy plants can get away

from you quickly! 

Lastly, at the end of the season, 
the bed will need to be put to sleep 
for the winter. Be sure to pull any 
plants out of the soil, roots and 
all, along with any weeds that 
may have developed. Place a 
layer of kitchen compost over the 
bed, including coffee grounds, 
eggshells, and vegetable peelings. 
Last, place a layer of leaves over 
the bed and you are done. 

There is no need to turn the soil 
in the spring. Prevailing garden 
wisdom _ suggests 
straight into the soil come the 
next planting season, as turning 
the material will wake up any 
latent weed seeds and cause 
undesired growth. Start small 
with raised beds and plan to add 
one each year. Your yard and 
your back will thank you.

A season to remember for

Shawsheen coach Brian 
McCarthy said. “I just 


can’t say enough about this 
group and their work ethic 
and team chemistry. 

“We graduated a lot of 
guys last year and a ton of 
starters. We knew going 
into the off-season, that a 
lot of new guys were going 
to have to set up and 
assume some pretty big 
roles for us. I give them a 
ton of credit for the hard 
work they put in during the 
off-season to make that 
happen.” 

The sense of history that 
comes along with the voca- 
tional title is not lost on 
McCarthy, who served as 
an assistant coach for sev- 
eral years for the Rams 
before taking over as head 
coach four years ago. 


“To win the school’s first 


ever State Vocational 
Baseball title was some- 
thing real special,” 


McCarthy said. “There 
have been a lot of great 
teams, great players, and a 
lot of great coaches here at 
Shawsheen Baseball, going 
back to when Kevin Bloom 
and Jim Sullivan were lead- 
ing the charge. And we are 
just so proud to add to this 
legacy and history of 
Shawsheen baseball with 
the school’s first vocational 
championship.”

Sophomore Zemetres 
tosses complete game 


for the thrilling win

As the Shawsheen Tech 
Baseball team prepared to 
take on Worcester Tech last 
Wednesday in the.

And it was great for 
Zemetres individually as 
well, as he held Worcester 
off the scoreboard until 
allowing a single run in the 
bottom of the seventh. 

“Everything was working 
for me,” Zemetres said. “I 
had a good fastball and I 
was spotting it up pretty 
well, and then I could get 


them with my curveball if I 
needed to. Everything was 
working well.” 

Among the things working 
well for Zemetres were his 
nerves. Some pitchers, par- 
ticularly a young one, with- 
out many varsity starts 
under their belt, might have 
been nervous in such a situ- 
ation, but that was definitely 
not the case for him. 

“IT wasn’t really too nerv- 
ous,” Zemetres said. “I have 
pitched in high stakes games 
before. It was an honor to 
pitch, but it wasn’t like I was 
extremely nervous or any- 
thing.” 

McCarthy was pleased but 
not surprised by Zemetres 
ability to step up in a pres- 
sure situation. He had 
already proven his mettle in 
the semifinals of the voca- 
tional tournament with a 
complete game, eight inning 
victory over Greater New 
Bedford by a score of 4-2. 
Beating Greater New 
Bedford was no small task, 
as the Bears would go on to 
win the Division 2 Eastern 
Mass. championship a week 
after losing to Zemetres and 
the Rams in the vocational 
tournament. 

“C.J. worked mostly out of 
the bullpen during the sea- 
son’s first half. He was huge 
in that role, coming into the 
game in clutch situations 
and getting us out of some 
jams,” McCarthy said. 
“Then, he got a few spot- 
starts and was terrific. By 
the end of- the season, he 
was pitching in the two 
biggest games we needed 
him in, and although only a 
sophomore, he was cool- 
headed and battled through 
unfazed. 

At the start of the season, 
it was hard to imagine 
Zemetres playing such a big 
role in the Rams biggest 


games of the season, but he 
literally forced his way into 
the lineup with one out- 
standing performance after 
another, both on the mound 
and at the plate. : 

“C.J. really stepped up big 
for us this year in a number 
of different roles that he 
played,” McCarthy said. 
“He was gritty and worked 
his way into the starting 
line-up because his bat was 
getting hot in pinch-hit roles 
in the first few games of the 
season. So, we worked him 
into the starting line up in 
left field.

WILMINGTON - For 
most distance runners, 
amateur and professional 
alike, a torn ACL and 
meniscus would be an 
obvious deterrent to fur- 
ther athletic pursuits, even 
following surgical recon- 
struction. Two injuries of 
this nature, one to each 
knee, should spell doom. 

But Janice Cutler not 
only overcame subsequent 
serious knee injuries, she 
embarked on a successful 
running venture after 
recovering and has since 
thrived. 

“Seven years ago, I tore 
my left ACL and meniscus 
playing in a local women’s 
soccer league,” recalled 
Cutler, a Wilmington resi- 
dent. “The repair I had 
done was major but 
despite that, I risked fur- 
ther injury to train for a 
half-marathon after finish- 
ing a few shorter races. I 
completed the 2012 Boston 
Run to Remember in 
2:04:07.” 

A remarkable feat for an 
individual whose knee was 
torn up just a couple of 
years earlier. But misfor- 
tune visited Cutler again 
as she sustained a similar 
injury to her left knee 
while playing women’s 
league flag football on a 
muddy field. Worse still, 
soon after being dealt this 
setback, she received dis- 
mal news. 

“After witnessing my wife 
Nicolle finish the 2013 
Boston Marathon, the year 
of the bombings, I decided 
then that I wanted to run 
the next Boston with her,” 
shared Cutler. “But just a 
day after the second knee 
injury, I learned that I had 
been selected to run the 
marathon to benefit the 


2012 


Bay States Games charity 
team.” 

She described her second 
visit to the surgical table 
as far worse than the first. 
The repair to her left knee 
required a micro-fracture 
procedure to the damaged 
cartilage which, according 
to Cutler, required the sur- 
geon to “drill tiny holes in 
the bone to promote heal- 
ing - like filling a pothole 
in the road.” But like that 
roadway patch, as she 
explained, it could deterio- 
rate over time. 

“T heard the method had 
mixed success,” said 
Cutler. “It was an emotion- 
ally trying time in my life. 
During difficult physical 
therapy sessions, the ther- 
apists remarked that I’d be 
lucky to ever run again 
and that I’d likely need 
more surgery in the 
future.” 

Cutler proved resilient, 
however. There was 
absolutely no quit in this 
woman. She was a lifelong 
competitor, participating 
in organized soccer from 
an early age through high 
school at North Andover 
and later, with Babson 
College. She wasn’t about 
to become a sports casual- 
ty over a pair of banged-up 
knees. 

Along with Nicolle, who 
provided immense support 
along the comeback trail, 
Cutler also discovered the 
Sole Sisters, a Wilmington- 
based women’s running 
club featuring organized 
group workouts, special- 
ized coaching, and 
unmatched camaraderie. 

“IT remember posting a 


message on the 
Wilmington Townie 
Facebook page, “recalled 


Cutler, who has worked for 
the past 12-years as a 
graphic designer for 
Timberland in Stratham,

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N.H. “I was trying to build 
up my mileage after sur- 
gery but it was a cold and 
snowy winter and the side- 
walks were impassable. I 
was seeking suggestions 
for the best places to run 
under these conditions.” 
Her random post was 
answered by none other 
than Jill Chisholm, the 
founder of the Sole Sisters, 


who invited Cutler to 
check out the club. 
Admittedly, there was 


some trepidation. Despite 
having completed several 
races, Cutler didn’t consid- 
er herself to be much of a 
runner. In the past, she 
joined indoor and outdoor 
track programs, running 
sprints to improve her 
speed and conditioning for 
soccer. 

Also, she recalled dread- 
ing a mandatory 5-mile 
time trial held during 
Babson College soccer pre- 
seasons. But Cutler, rick- 
ety knees and all, threw 
caution to the wind and 
joined the Sole Sisters. It 
was a decision she would 


not regret. 
“Everyone was so very 
welcoming, supportive, 


and inspiring,” she said. 
“Jill was especially sup- 
portive as she had come 
back from major knee sur- 
gery, as well.” 

Cutler went through her 
paces with the Sole Sisters, 
joining morning group 
runs and track sessions 
with Coach Carmela 
Taveras. Before long, she 
decided it was time for 
another half-marathon. 

“In the spring of 2016, I 
completed the Johnny 
Kelly Half in Hyannis,” she 
said. “Despite the second 
knee surgery, I beat my 


previous best with a 
2:00.08. I was _ pretty 
pumped.” 


She went on to garner a 
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1:56:16 personal record at 
the Baystate half- 
marathon in Lowell and 
also finished Amesbury’s 
tough Earth Rock Run in 
under 2-hours. Not bad for 
someone who, a relatively 


seen hobbling around on 
crutches. 

Cutler, 42, most recently 
completed the Run for the 
Cause 5K in Arlington and 
is currently prepping for 
the BAA 10K. She counts 
the Boston Marathon 
among her favorite events. 

“The Boston Marathon 
has always been a big deal 
for Nicolle and me,” said 
Cutler, who takes great 
pride in the couple’s two 
cats, Cypress and Sandy. 
“She’s an avid runner and 
has been part of the 
Alzheimer’s Charity team 
for several years. Watching 
her, I’ve always wondered 
if I could accomplish 26.2- 
miles.” 

With several half- 
marathons under her belt, 
Cutler is well on her way to 
the distance runner’s ulti- | 
mate test. With Nicolle’s 
backing and the support of 
the Sole Sisters, the 
attempt is certainly on the 
near horizon. 

“I’m so happy I found and 
joined the Sole Sisters 
Running Club,” said Cutler. 
“Having played teams 
sports my whole life, I 
always thought running 
was a solitary pursuit. But 
with this special club, I 
found out that doesn’t have 
to be the case. Soccer had 
always been first and fore- 
most but nowadays, I pre- 
fer training and racing. 
When I put on my SSRC 
singlet, I want to represent 
this amazing group of peo- 
ple with my best perform- 
ance.”
